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The front door to America is swung wide 
open and there is WELCOME on the mat. 
Within is a nation rejoicing in its Demo- 
cratic freedom and everywhere is the sound 
of “Merry Christmas.” Next week the door 
to the America House will also be swung 
wide open and the holiday greetings from 
within will be in accents not characteristic 
of our country. 


In the fall, Phillips Academy extended a 
cordial invitation to about thirty English 
youths to study in its uncensored halls dur- 
ing the remainder of the war, and the in- 
vitation was accepted. Some of these stu- 
dents will leave the academy on Friday with 
their fellow classmen to spend two weeks at 
the homes of their American sponsors, but 
some, too, will remain at the school and have 
their Christmas dinner with Mr, Floyd T. 
Humphreys. 

Perhaps now that they have spent several 
months in a strange, new land, it does not 
seem, so strange to them or so new. The cus- 
toms of this country at ‘Christmastime are 
very old—brought to us from other coun- 
tries and handed down through generations 
—and do not differ so greatly from those to 
which they were born. Perhaps while they 
are counting their blessings in the old his- 
toric house on Main street, someone will play 
the patriotic song written there over a hun- 
dred years ago, and it will sound especially 
good to those English boys, not only because 
it is a tribute to the “sweet land of liberty” 
which is offering them peace and safety, but 
also because its tune is the same as “God 
Save The King” which they know so well 
and feel so strongly, 

One family in Andover will find the Am- 
erican celebration of Christmas quite dif- 
ferent from the way it is observed in their 
native land, and to them our way seems 
“nicer.” In Belgium, Christmas is a religious 
rather than a festive time of year, Being an 
old Catholic country, it is the custom for 
everyone to attend mass, and although there 
is a tree, no gifts are exchanged on Christ- 
mas day and the shops are not dressed in 
brilliant lights and Yuletide garments, Santa

Claus does not ride his jingling sleigh 
through the streets at midnight, Christmas 
Eve, and leave presents for the children. 
Saint Nicholas does make a visit, however, 
but he makes it early in December, and again 


at New Year’s there is gayety and the ex- 
citement of giving gifts. 


The Heyman children, who came to 
United States with their parents in the sum- 
mer and to Andover a few weeks later, are 
looking forward to celebrating their Christ- 
mas the American way this year. The two 
boys are quickly learning to speak the new 
language under the careful tutelage which 
they are receiving in our schools and hope 
soon to become as self-confident as Ralph 
Wirtz who came here from France with his 
family just before the outbreak of the war. 


Another little visitor to our town who has 
taken America to her heart as completely as 
America has received her in its, is Brenda 
Giles, who feels so lucky because now she 
has two families. She has her family in Eng- 
land, Mr. and Mrs. Harold Giles of Croyden, 
and she has her family in America, Mr. and 
Mrs. C. Carlton Kimball of School street. 

Pictured above, she is shown in her 
adopted home, writing a letter to her other 
home across the seas. Typical of the many 
boys and girls who were hurried from the 
war zones to a safe and peaceful land, she 
has all the courageous charm of an adult. 
This is her heritage. Back home her father 
works in his government offices in the Croy- 
den town hall where the windows have long 
since been shattered, happy that his only 
child is safe in America. Recently he en- 
dangered his own life to rescue a time bomb 
which was endangering the lives of his coun- 
trymen, He and Mrs. Croyden write cheer- 
ful heavily-censored letters to Brenda, tell- 
ing her stories of her pet cat and rabbit. 
When they said goodbve to her in England 
thev encouraged her, “You are going on a 
great adventure...much better than bombs 
and shelters...America js a wonderful 
country. . Keep your eyes open so that when 
you come back you can tell us all about it.”
